The letter which brought the 
apology was one written by the 
President to Rep. Gordon L. Mc- 
Donough, Republican of California, 
and which he did not expect 
would be made public.

Donough that the Marine Corps 
be granted representation on the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Presi- 
dent declared the Marines had 
“a propaganda machine that is al- 
most equal to Stalin’s.”

The newest Army fashion in headgear was revealed 
Wednesday by Col. Clyde Massey, Commanding Officer of 
the Atlanta General Depot. 

The helmet, unlike its brothers of World War II, is. not 
primarily designed for protection. The plastic liming. tough 
and resilient, has proved to be more bullet resistant than 
the steel heimets now used by soldiers. 

The aluminum shell, while affording additional proterc- 
tion, is intended primarily to meet collateral requirements of 
the military helmet, including its use as a cooking utensil, 
shaving mug and water bucket.

Lynden B. Johnson, Demo- 

erat, Texas. raked both the De- 

fense Department and the Muni- 

tions Board over the coals with 

phrases such as, “siesta psycholo- 
" and “complacency on the 
tomac.” 


“During the darkest days of the 
Korean crisis, the unanimous re- 
port said, “evidence was found of 
@ ‘business as usual’ attitude in 
some quarters charged with re- 
eponsibility in the preparedness 
program.” 

It specifically criticized sale of 
World War Il “surplus” property 
as the nation was rearming and 
said no such equipment should be 
sold if it has “any foreseeable 
use.” 

. “The Secretary of Defense 

(Louis Johnson) has expressed 
agreement on this point, but on the 
basis of talks with his subordi- 
nates, we have not been satisfied 
that adequate screening steps are 
being taken to prevent the ‘sur- 
plus’ sale of the same kinds of 
material that the Defense Depart- 
ment is now buying or will be 
buying in the near future.” the re- 
port said. 


The legislators pointed out that 
military events in the Far East are 
“an obvious threat to our natural 
rubber supply line,” and added: 


“It will be too late, if hostilities 
begin spreading in the Far East, to 
‘augment our stocks—but until 
very recently this fact did not 
materially disturb complacency on 
the Potomae as to rubber.” 

“If we find in the other fields 
into which we move the same 
siesta psychology that we found in 
surplus disposal and rubber, our 
work is certainly cut out for us,” 
Johnson said.

A Conservative 


Georgian Speaks Truth 


Judge A. B. Conger, of the Middle Dis- 
trict of Georgia, is a native of South Geor- 
gia, where his family is a part of the his- 
tory and tradition. 


He is not, and never has been, classi- 
fied as a liberal. His whole life has been 
one of conservative thought and action. 
But it also has been one of integrity and 
of belief in life and government by law. 
He was appointed by U. S. Sens. Walter 
F. George and Richard B. Russell, both 
anti-Truman. 

In a charge to a Federal Grand Jury at 
Columbus, Ga., Judge Conger referred to 
the recent inflammatory, dangerous reso- 
lution passed by the Democratic conven- 
tion a month ago. This conservative, life- 
long Georgian said of the resolution defy- 
ing the Supreme Court of the United 
States that it “was the sputum of a negli- 
ible, vicious, vociferous, selfish few, who 
ive and thrive and prosper upon turmoil, 
strife, confusion, hate, prejudice and intol- 
erance. If there were no political strife, 
conflict or confusion, many political hang- 
ers-on would dry up and fall off.” 

“It was most inappropriate, inoppor- 
tune, unseemly and arrogant for a small 
segment of the people of this State, willed 
with prejudice, inebriated by power and 
blinded by egotism, to propose and have 
passed by a Democratic convention of 
Georgians a resolution to disregard, dis- 
obey, challenge and contest decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States— 
the highest court of the land—the court 
of final judicial appeal,” Judge Conger de- 
clared. 

“The resolution not only committed 
those participating but invoked the aid 
of all State and local peace officers to defy 
the Supreme Court decision .. . the reso- 
lution not only committed the convention 
but called upon the law-enforcement offi- 
cers to breach their oaths and defy the law 
which they swore to uphold. This sort of 
procedure, to which our State Democratic 
convention unthoughtedly committed it- 
self, if pursued and praeticed, would re- 
sult in anarchy.” 

No thoughtful man wi!! dispute what 
this patriotic Georgian and American has 
said. It was shocking that men in govern- 
ment should seek to array the law of their 
State against that of their Government. It 
was the act of the sort of men who al- 
ways are so eager to sow the wind, for- 
getting one invariably reaps the whirl- 
wind. 

We find Chairman Péters’ statement 
curious. He was quoted as saying the 
Judge’s statement was “out of line with

British Attitude 
Seems Out of Gear 


The British attitude on world Commu- 
nism seems to be out of gear. 


Britain. is exporting nearly twice as 
much to the Soviet Union this year as in 
1938. The bulk of the shipments so far 
have been in the form of light and heavy 
machinery. Such items as machine tools, 
air and gas compressors, boilers, electrical 
generators, excavators and electrical ma- 
chinery; scientific instruments, drugs, 
medicines and similar goods figure strong- 
ly in the lists. 

The British Government now has re- 
fused to allow 1,000 drums of American 
aviation gasoline to be shipped to For- 
mosa through the British port of Hong 
Kong. 

Mr. Attlee claims that trade with Rus- 
sia has not weakened Britain’s own de- 
fenses. Conceivably this may be true, 
but it is unlikely that the shipments have 
not contributed to the strengthening of 
the Russian productive capacity and there- 
fore increasing her warmaking potential. 
The Soviets have bought no luxury goods 
from Britain. Everything has been of a 
nature to expand her industrial capacity. 

Obviously, the British action in regard 
to Formosa was motivated by its fear of 
antagonizing the Chinese Communists. 
Britain has extended recognition to the 
Mao Government, but so far the Chinese 
have ignored the gesture. 


This country and the West have no 
interest in Formosa except to attempt to 
make certain that Communist attempts 
to conquer the island do not embroil us 
in a fight with the Chinese, which would 
be sure to develop into a world war. There 
is a calculated risk in the course we have 
chosen, but it is infinitely less hazardous 
than the appeasement which the British 
sometimes seem to prefer. 


Though we in this country know Brit- 
ain is the firmest of our allies in the bat- 
tle against Soviet aggression, the time has 
come for the British Government to make 
its stand crystal clear by meshing its polli- 
cies with the realities of the fight.

A Letter From 
Bernard Baruch 


Dear Mr. Tarver: Your piece, “The Voice 
in the Wilderness,” in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, July 30, has just come to my notice on my 

return to the city. For it, please accept my appreciation and 
thanks. Was it Socrates who said: “How can reason prevail as 
long as man remains unteachable”? 


Since the Korean incident, lead has risen from 10 to 15c, zine 
from 10 to 17e plus, copper from 18% to 24%c, black markets are 
even higher than these, and it might be well to remember that 
it is the Government through the Munitions Board which is buy- 
ing against the producers who are making things for civilians. 
Also, the Europeans are entering into the purchasing by using 
dollars given by us, which shows most of the buying has been 
by Government agencies and those receiving aid from it. 


Wages are being raised on every hand in order to prevent 
strikes or pirating of workers. Only the other night the Presi- 
dent said he now would require 3,000,000 men, and intimates, and 
quite properly so, that we may need a great many more. The 
more men taken frori peaceful pursuits into the armed forces, 
the less producers there will be but not less consumers. The 
capacious maw of war is a greater consumer than people. There 
has been no plan, so far, for manpower, its control or direction. 


' I hope that in no event will they endeavor to conscript labor. So 


far as I know, the only man among those who surrounded Frank- 
lin Roosevelt who was opposed to conscription of labor was myself. 


I am writing as I do in order to show how much better it 
would have been to go all out than to do this piecemeal business, 
which is like setting off a huge gun a little at a time. If controls 
If they 
are necessary, good will be done and not harm. Nothing is com- 
fortable or pleasant in war. Some of those who go to fight never 
come back. Some come back mere shadows of themselves. All 
have been removed from their daily lives and the rewards of 
their future. Those who remain home are safe, or at least safer 
than those at the front, and, alas, some of them who remain enrich 
themselves. 


We must try to equalize the burdens of war. There can be no 
waiting for the law of supply and demand or personal initiative 
to work when an enemy is at your gates such as Communism, 
which is not only at our gates but already has entered some of 
the innermost recesses of our lives, politically, militarily, economi- 
cally and socially. 


Whatever we do or do not do, there will be great suffering. 
Let us do that which is necessary, with what we have, to defend 
ourselves with the least discomfort and dislocation of our present 
and future lives. Above.,all, let us not fear the temporary restric- 
tions which will enable us to have the victory, which otherwise 
would mean the loss of our liberties.

Another handful of salesmen will be gathering around Roy 
Butterworth as he unseals bids and awards a contract for furni- 
ture for State departments or State institutions. 


Still another group will be with Henry Fite as he determines 
who is offering the best price for groceries to feed patients at 
State hospitals. And a fourth group will be watching Frank 
Schrine open bids and awarding contracts for printing of stationery 
and pamphlets. 


: A kaleidoscope of the State’s broad activi- 
Cross Section ties passes through this central office, which 
is headed by State Purchasing Agent Bill George, daily. The de- 
partment does the buying for all State agencies. If deliveries 
were made to this office in the State Capitol, instead of directly 
to the institutions scattered over the State, the Purchasing Agent’s 
department would look like a gigantic country store. 


Eskimo oil for a laboratory, athletic outfits for coeds in physi- 
cal education classes, recording machines, coal, meat and potatoes, 
hairpins, road building equipment, swivel chairs, paper and ink, 
cars for the State Patrol and-a variety of other items—big and 
little—are bought on bids through this office. 


Competition among the business firms for the State contracts is 
keen, the department reports. Georgia firms are patronized by this 
State agency. 


; -9? There were cynics in the Georgia Legislature 
Emergency * in 1949 who declared that if the tax rates on 
five items were raised to meet an emergency that the “emergency” 
would never end.

If taxes are to be 
raised, they should be increased through a éop-to-bottom revision 
of the tax structure. There should be no prolonging of “emer- 
gency” measures. Any discussion of keeping these “temporary” 
taxes beyond the expiration date serves only to shake the people’s 
confidence in the word of their Legislators. Gov. Talmadge ex- 
presses the belief that these temporary taxes will NOT be continued.

Two of Georgia's proposed con- 
stitutional amendments will be ad- 
vertised in newspapers in every 
eounty in the State. 

In a ruling handed to Gov. Tal- 
madge, Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
decided the State must advertise 
the proposed amendments cover- 
ing extension of the county-unit 
system to the General Election and 
giving county boards of educa- 
tion authority to “obtain and incur 
loans.” 

The measures, passed by the 
General Assembly at its last ses- 
sion, will be voted on tn the No- 
vernber General Election. 

Cook's ruling recalled the 1948 
incident when then Acting Gov. M. 
E. Thompson passed out more 
than $200,000 worth of State legal 
advertising to newspapers over 
the State. 

Only a small portion of the ads 
were ever paid for after Cook 
ruled the advertising was unnec- 
essary and issued illegally. 

In 1945, Gov. Ellis Arnall ad- 
vertised the new Constitution over 
Georgia at a cost to the State of 
$280,000. a 

Cook told the Governor it would 
be necessary to advertise two of 
the amendments since they were 
important to the State as a whole.
